Warns Devils to Leave. 

“The devils in the pits of hell had 
better leave this church alone,” Norris 
said this morning, after an emotional 
appeal to bring sinners to the mqgurn- 
ers’ bench in his church. 

“Ever since Sunday, July 18,” he 
said, pausing significantly on the date, 
“IT have prayed God every day that 
I could add 500 souls to this church. 
Now, it is more than 600. And as 
sure as the sun rises and the stars 
shine and Jesus rose from the grave, 
sree things than this will happen 
here,” 

The First Baptist church is said to 
have the largest Sunday school in the 
world—about 5,000. They flocked in 
this morning as this, the last day be- 
fore the trial, was to be a red-letter 
day in the history of the church.

In 1912, after alleged 
mysterious attacks by persons never 
identified, his church was destroyed by 
fire and his home was burned. Nor- 
ris was tried for arson and acquitted.

Again in other cities the ballot is so 
large that it is impossible for the aver- | 
age voter to know anything of the 
character, competency, or attitude 
upon public questions of the most of 
those on the primary ticket. He large- 
ly votes in the dark for all minor 


offices. 

“It is no answer to this situation’ 
to say that corrupt organizations can 
control a nomination at a convention 
for less money than they can contfol 
the primaries. ' This is questionable.- 
But they are much more certain to 
control a primary than a convention, 
the impartial portion of which can 
unite intelligently in opposition.” 


Take the United States senate 
today and compare the personnel 
with that of a generation ago. It 
is of no higher order in intelligence 
or statesmanship. And yet there 
are men nominated to the senate 
this year who were so anxious to 
“serve” their people in that great 
deliberative body of $10,000 a year 
public servants that they spent hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars— 
even millions—to get the primary 
nominations. 

One of the first primaries fol- 
lowing the constitutional amend- 
ment, and following the new pri- 
mary law in that state, was in 
Michigan, and a senator—subse- 
quently expelled—bought his seat 
on a primary auction block for 
something like a half million dol- 
lars. And yet Newberry was a 
veritable ‘‘piker’’ as compared to 
Vare and Smith and possibly others 
who received 1926 primary nomi- 
nations to the senate.

There is no staple crop grown in 
which so many destroying factors en- 
ter as cotton; yet, in the face of this 
uneertainty, and with the ginnin 
figures largely against it, the govern- 
ment comes out with the stunning 
estimate of a 15,810,000 bale crop. 
Just a mere guess, that’s all; like 
guessing how many seed are in the 
watermelon. But, it did the work as 
effectively as if every bale had been 
ginned and counted, 

The Cost of “Guessing.” 

Just imagine $96,000,000 being tak- 
en from the southern cotton growers 
by just one wild, senseless guess of 
the yield estimate board in Washing- 
ton that gets its information from an 
army of so-called field agents who 
could not possibly make a survey of 
the whole cotton belt at two-week 
intervals, even though they made an 
attempt to do so, which every farmer 
knows they do not. — 

Undoubtedly, every member of con- 
gress must s¢eé@ that such a system 
is simply playing into the hands of 
gamblers, bringing only disaster upon 
the cotton producerfs; worse, it is

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Takes Issue With. 


Simpson Concerning 
Cotton Fertilizers 


Editor Constitution: In The Con- 
stitution of October 24 appears an ar- 
ticle by Roy B. Simpson, president of 


the Simpson Advertising company, 
St. Zouis, on the cotton situation. In 
this article he offers the suggestion 
that a cheap fertilizer could be made 
by mixing cottonseed meal, cottonseed 
hulls and gypsum. 

The farmer who buys mixed fer- 
tilizers gets a large amount of gypsum 
without cost. Acid phosphate, which 
is from one-half to two-thirds gypsum, 
is the ‘main ingredient of fertilizers 
and it is sold on the basis of its 
phosphoric acid content with no valu- 
ation put on its calcium sulphate or 
gypsum content. Therefore, why 
should the farmer buy gypsum when 
he gets it free in his fertilizers. 

As for cotton seed hulls, the plant 
food content is very low and inert. 
No agricultural authority connected 
with the experjment station, colleges 
or the United States department of 
agriculture has ever advocated the 
use of cotton seed hulls as a fertilizer, 
but they do advocate them as a feed, 
recognizing their value to be mainly 
that of a roughage because of their 
comparatively low nutrient value. 

Cottonseed meal has long been used 
as a fertilizer and doubtless more of 
the meal than usual will be used this 
year because of its cheapness. 

A good deal of work has been done 
by experiment stations throughqut 
the country to test the value of cot- 
tonseed meal as a fertilizer. All are 
agreed that cottonseed meal is not 
as efficient as the inorganic ammo- 
niates such as sulphate of ammonia, 
nitrate of soda, and the modern syn- 
thetic ammoniates. The main reason 
cottonseed meal and other forms of 
organic ammonia are not as efficient 
as the inorganic is that they are 
1too slowly available to meet the full 
requirements of the early period of 
plant growth. : 

A combination of inorganic ammo- 
niate and cottonseed meal constitutes 
a much more efficient supply of am- 
monia than cottonseed meal used as 
the sole source of this plant food ele- 
ment. - This has been established by 
experiment stations and it is a well- 
known fact among farmers. 

Since the boll weevil came, the 
necessity for using quick acting fer- 
tilizer materials to promote rapid 
growth and maturity has come to be 
generally recognized. 

The president of the advertising 
agency also mentions the use of rock 
phosphate. Based on numerous trials 
comparing acid phosphate with rock 
phosphate, all experiment stations of 
the south advocate the use of acid 
phosphate. Rock phosphate is very 
slow acting, and under boll weevil 
conditions acid phosphate, which 1s, 
quick acting, must be depended upon 
to hasten maturity of the cotton crop. 

As a matter of fact all southern 
soils contain a good deal-of phosphoric 
acid in rock phosphate form. It has 
been there since the dawn of creation 
and has not yet been consumed by 
plants. It is too slowly available to 
meet the requirements of crops that 
must be grown in one season. 

Another defect in the recommenda- 
tion of the presidem of the advertis- 
ing agency is that no adequate provi- 
sion is made for the potash require- 
ments of the plants. Cottonseed meal 
contains too little of it and that little 
is too inactive. . 

Agricultural colleges and experiment 
stations are recommending for cotton 
mueh higher grade fertilizers with 
different proportions of*plant food 
elements than the mixture of cotton- 
seed meal, hulls and gypsum affords. 
The analysis is 2 per cent phosphoric 
acid, 3 3-4 per cent ammonia and 1 
per cert potash. The main fertilizers 
recommended by the agricultural au- 
thorities of the colleges and experi- 
ment stations of Georgia for cotton 
are 12-4-4, 10-4-4 and 9-5-3. Com- 
paring them with 2-33-1 it will be 
seen that the mixture proposed by 
Mr. Simpson would be very low grade 
‘and not balanced properly. ; 

In this connection it may be said 
that gypsum does not figure in the 
analysis since it contains only lime 
and sulphur and ‘has no phosphoric 
acid, ammonia or potash, which fer- 
tilizers supply and for which they are 
bought by the farmer. 

The article also overlooks the fact 
that all the applied plant food does 
not become available to the plants. 
Leaching and washing carry away 
some of the plant food. Chemical 
processes lock up some of it in the 
soil and render it slowly available. 
Plant food does not move laterally 
through the soil to any appreciable 
extent and roots rarely permeate the 
soil so thoroughly that they can come 
in contact with all the plant food ap- 
plied as fertilizers. Therefore what 
crops remove from the soil is not a 
safe guide as to the kind and quan- 
tity of fertilizers to apply. 

As to the price of fertilizers: fer- 
tilizers are back to a pre-war price 
basis and in recent years crops have 
been buying more fertilizers than they 
bought previous to the war. In fact, 
fertilizers are one of the few manu- 
factured commodities that are low in 
price.

was only 6.56 per cent of the whole 
census of July 1,1924, So that 93.44 
persons out of every 100 in the na- 
tion had no kick to make about their 
income tax burdens. 

The per capita net income returned 
was $228.33 and the per capita tax 
was $6.27. 

The average net income per return 
was $3,481.26, the average amount 
of tax $25.56 and the average tax rate 
was 2.74, 

How It Was in Georgia. 

The per cent of the people in Geor- 
gia who filed income tax returns in 
1924 was 2.07, so that nearly 98 per 
cent of us dodged or got off scot free 
The total number of returns was 
62,651, and that was 85-100ths of al! 
the returns made in the nation! 

The total net incomes reported in 
Georgia were $210,908,421, which was 
82-100ths of the national total, or 
slightly over four-fifths of one per 
cent. 

The total tax we paid on our in- 
comes was $3,398,860, being just 48- 
100ths of the national collection, or 


not quite one-half of one per cent. 

Our Georgia average net income 
was $3,566.40, the per capita net in- 
come $69.64. the average income tax 
per return $54.25 and the per capita 
income tax $1.12. 

The number of our returns, com- 
pared with 1923, decreased 12.18 per 
cent, our net income fell off 5.38 per 
cent and our average tax went down 
by 9.75 per cent. 

Georgia was the twenty-fifth state 
in the per cent of the total national 
income reported. 

- No Million-Dollar Income. 
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Among all the individuals in Geor- 
gia (62,651 reporting) there -was not 
one who swore to a net income of | 
nefr.a million dollars. 

There was one listed as between 
$500,000 and $750,000, but Uncle Sam 
is carefully hiding him from our curi- 
ous gaze. There was one between 
$400,000 and a half million; one be- 
tween $500,000 and $400,000; one con- 
fessing somewhere between $200.000 
and a quarter of a million. Four of us 
listed $150,000 to $200,000; six $100,- 
000 to $150,000, and five were be- 
tween $90,000 and $100,000. There 
were 507 who had $9,000 to $10,000 
incomes each, and only 185 who got 
over $12,000 and under $13,000 for 
the year. 

Fulton and Her Neighbors. 

Fulton county put in 27,392 re- 
turns, of which 24,603 were for in- 
comes under $5,000. There were 1,773

Bucharest, Rumania, October 31.— 
(P)}—Queen Marie is expected to carry 
out her original program in the Unit- 
ed States, and not return to Rumania 
until about December 24. The KRu- 
manian foreign office authorized this 
statement today, and at the same time 
denied reports of King Ferdinand’s 
ill health. 

Nevertheless the king has been un- 
der the observation of the royal phy- 
sicians and has been following their 
advice. Because of the extremely 
program connected with 
the reception of the Italian mission, 
headed by the Duke of Spoleto, Fer- 
dinand, it is explained, has been rest- 
ing for the last three days.

An early start had been prepared 
for us, as we were expected in Annap- 
olis for an inspection of the naval 
cadets, They were indeed a fine set of 
boys. of whom any country could be 
proud. I have-always had a fondness 
for the navy, as my father was a sailor 
and my son, who was with me, had 
seryed three years in the English navy.
